Hie students' Society will meet 
this afternoon in tbe|Unlen Ball- 
room at 5.15 p.m. This assembly is 
the direct result of a petition ten- 
dered by 176 f tudenis who are op* 
posed to the policy, of the McGill 
Dally as It concerns candidates for 
the elections. 

Some time ago the Editorial 
Board of the Daily announced Its 
intention of omitting from the Let- 
ter Forum the true names of all 
correspondents except such as stat- 
ed they did not intend to run in 
the forthcoming elections. Their 
purpose was to prevent any of the 
nominees from achieving notoriety 
by means of letters to the editor. 
This has been the practice of an 
element amongst the candidates of 
the past, it was claimed. However, 
the name of any correspondent 
could be had upon demand from 
the editor. ; 

When the list of nominations was 
announced on February 35, the 
Daily's stand was limited, as it had 
been given out It would be, so as to 
prohibit only the' names of those 
nominated from appearing in the 
Letter Forum. It was stated that 
each candidate, would liavei. ample 
chance to express his opinions and 



announce his platform at meetings 
being held especially for this pur- 
pose. 

This stand on the part of the Edi- 
torial Board was immediately con- 
demned by certain of the students 
as being contrary to all principles 
of freedom of speech. The enforced 
anonymity was considered as cur- 
tailing the chances of a candidate's 
presenting himself to -the voting 
body. 

A number of letters appeared in 

the Letter Forum expressing these, 
and similar opinions. The series was 
culminated by a petition, signed 
with the names of at least 175 stu- 
dents, which called upon the Daily 
Board to surrender its position in 
this respect, otherwise a meeting of 
the student body would be called 
and the whole complaint against 
the policy aired. 

It was subsequently stated by the 
Editorial Board that the policy 
would not be discontinued as de- 
manded. 

According to their forcstatcd In- 
tention, the signatories tendered a 
petition for a full assembly. Such a 
meeting, according to the constitu- 
tion, must be attended by, a quorum 
pf one hundred students before any 
motions may be passed.

"It is later than you' think," Dr. 
Wilder G. Penfield declared yester- 
day in ' a speech to the Rotary 
Club. The noted head of the Mont- 
real Neurological Institute, and 
Chairman of the Department of 
Neurosurgery In the Medical 
Faculty at McGill, was referring to 
the failure of the national war ef- 
ofrt to reach Its maximum. 

Dr. Penfield warned that far too 
many heads were still in the sand, 
and that while encouraging figures 
were everywhere available as far 
as enlistments in the services, taxa- 
tion levels, war industries, and war 
loans were concerned, yet compar- 
ed with the German and Japanese 
efforts, and even with our allies in 
Britain, we were far from doing 
our best 

In the rest of his speech the Neur- 
ologist referred to impressions gain; 
ed from his recent visit to the Brit- 
ish Isles to study the effects of the 
war on the mental state of the pub- 
lic. He said, "under the harrowing 
conditions . . . there has been no 
increase in hysteria, psychoneurosls 
or insanity among the civilian popu 
latlon of Britain. On the contrary 
. . . there has been less psychoncur 
osis than during peacetime." He told 
of over 2,000 beds originally set 
aside for an expected rise in cases

For the past few months we have been ex- 
amining trends In rnodern writing, with spe- 
cial attention being : paid to v,thainby eL The 
work of. such men 'as ''joyiéèi - Faullther and 
WpUe has been the particulat* object of our 
scrutiny, although for a reason that to some 
may not be altogether clear. These three men 
have not been chosen because they are thought 
to be necessarily the best authors of the day, 
but . rather because they afford the best ex- 
amples' of what has bèèn selected as thé moit 
Important trend (In the sense that It hits thé 
'greatest possibilities) in modern, fiction. They 
were selected because of their fusion of "na- 
turalism and symbolism." 

It Is not to be thought that these men alone 
are the «xamples'ôf greatness In this fiéld; such 
honora cannot be restricted to three writers of 
the last few dccadft, nor just to tho writers of 
this century. For to some extent, by the defi- 
nition which is to follow, wherever greatness ot 
literary Imagination has been or is to be found, 
there too will be found this fusion of naturalism 
and symbolism. 

Consider the often quoted statement of A. 
N. Whitehead: "Seniltiveness without Impulse 
speUs decadence, and Impulse without sensi- 
tiveness spells brutality." What this mtaha is 
simply that the phiiosophically pro pérÂiià nce 
for the artist Is the half and hait^HiteatSet of 
both sensitiveness and Impulse. Now, disre- 
garding the possible error of over-simplifica- 
tion that this statement may imply, lit us pro- 
ceed with our definition of art. 

Firstly, we are to assume dofmattcaily that 
the function of art is the communlcaUon of 
ideas and values. The self-expression of the 
psrsnoiac poet or the escapism of the neurotic 
reader are considcratlona on an entirely dif- 
ferent and separate ^lane, and art, except 
where they coincide with thé communicative 
purpose, to have ^rouded In doubt théir elàlm 
to be works of art Accepting this, It foUowa 
that the basis of ficUonal art must be the world 
Of human beings, the world of familiar things 
and natural things. But that thi« should be 
the world of things scén through the eyes of 
the ordinary human being, with the drab grey- 
ness of the average man's mind, is highly dis- 
putable. The interpreter of the vast panorama 
of life must have the vision of the artist to 
heighten the colors and deepen the ahadows. 
To the impulse afforded l>y a conception of life 
must be added the sensitiveness of the artistic 
appreciaUon lest the whele-;ibé' . lost In the 
frenzy of inability and friutntlbnl 

This can best be Illustrated in the light of 
what has already been said In this column. 
The modern novel was emphasized particularly 
because it is noteble that. In Iheir'céneepl of 
naturalism, the writers of the préâënt'^h'ave a 
great advantage over the writers of the past 
Defoe, setUng the baiif for his "flcllonal actuali- 
ty." placed Implicit confidence in good com- 
mon sense. Thackeray, though his wit and in- 
telligence were keen and searehlnc. could 
really dig no further Into the jtroblems of his 
)>eopIe thàn the cultural crusUtlon of his loelal 
milieu would permit His search for aware- 
ness was drugged to defeat was asphyxiated, 
by the anaesUietic cone of conventional satia- 
tion that surrounded him. Cut today, with the 
aid of scleAce and self-conscious Intrekpection, 
resulting,, as wis poinUd out beforè, from the 
discoveries of Oarwih, Fraser ahd Freud, the 
artist has .a mesna to his ends infinitely more 
reliable than either good common sense or the 
habits Of society. Thus naturalism hu come 
to Its own m the twentieth century. The com- 
mon people are stui in Thackeray's condition 
of mind. (hOugh with much less Intelligence, 
and It it the duty of the great arUst to com- 
municate to them some recognition of actuality 
by means of hit greater awareness. 

The case for symbolism is soméwhlt diffèr- 
ent Thiy il a method of expression, and has 
been as much the product of other tlitaes as of 
this. It to largely a matter of ImaglnaUon, and 
to suggest that the twentieth centuty Is out- 
stahdlnfi for iU contribuUon of imagination to 
artistic accomplishment would be gross bilnd- 
ness. But whatever their quality In reoént- 
years, the forms of imaginative expression have 
been numerous and Varied, In th* earlier parts 
of thU column we traced the progress of sym- 
boUsm from Poe and the French poets of the 
last century to Uié incoherent gibberish of Uie 
Sur-rèalUU and Mljs Stein On the one hand 
and U> Ui« mànumental pro*e work Of Jatteàl 
JOjjise 6n the other, it is evident, hoNwever." 
throughout the entire iiSmut of thi»e vàriatlonk, 
that what to being attempted la the fôùr»dimen. 
siènil ptesehtation ôf aetuiUiy. Iinpté«sioâIsm 
to a vsrlety of thiâ; post-lmpressUmlim or Ex- 
prèiiiinlsm to another. Thé words "cubism," 
"luturism," "dadsiim" and so on. In the field 
of the graphic arU, illustrate the extent of the 
confusion and the lack of consensus. But èven 
more so Uiey illustrate the présence, contra- 
dictory thouish it may sound, of a basic unity, 
bt a general need felt for the artistic presenta- 
tion of aa awareness of ll^e that could eonquèr 



the agonizing stupidities and cruelties and 
hysterias of iht contemporary world. 

It to the contention of this column that auch 
confusion, being the product of social ^transi- 
tion, must be faced, and faced consistently un- 
til the period of transition is over. Seeking the 
expression of this in literature we cannot turn 
to the comfortable, stoUd scale of values that 
produced the novels of Henry James. We must 
look for something that, to . deeper, less arU' 
flclal and yet saUsfying to the almost unhinged 
mind of modern man, and for this , we must 
turn to the scicritliic analysis of the environ- 
ment described with meaning and human con 
notaUon; we must turn to Uie fusion of natur 
aliim and symbolism. This might bo described 
as the fusion of scientific awareneu and pdelle 
awareness, for here we have the world of fàet 
understood or approached in the terins of an 
exact, organized knowledge, and interpreted or 
expressed by a man of superior Insight, in 
whom the impulse to live is a real thiiig, and 
to whom the sensitiveness of eomprehension 
•nd expression is vital. 




A. B. (for Bixby) R. C. V. Superman Jr., 
was a hero. And the yells that now sounded 
on Sherbrooke St were ample testimony of the 
fact Bixby was being cheered by thousands of 
people, and he deserved it, for thé plan he had 
Just ^originated .to^ git. Strathcona Hall free of 
its Invaders was' indeed a stupendous one.

It was absolutely fool-proof. It was the v^rk 
of a genius. And that to why the crowd was

of the gods. 

In good old Scotland there is a 
superstition to' the effect that all 
salt' cellars must be full on New 
Year's day in order to assure good 
fortune foir the coming year. In 
some parte of England it is con 
sidered unlucky, to kill a cricket, 
and in some parte of the country 
holes are cut In the stockings of 
those who have committed such a 
crime— and with silk stockings so 
scarce. 

Here Is a good, tip which might 
work for us— the Zulus have great 
faith in it. A Zulu lad, when court' 
tog his dusky girl-friend chews a 
piece .of wood, in the expectation 
that'as the wood Is reduced to pulp, 
her heart too, will be softened. The 
author who tells of this rite claims, 
however, that there Is no resem- 
blance between a piece of wood and 
a woman's heart or between masti- 
cation and courtship. Someone har

why. Durtog the process of civiliza- 
tion the reasons therefor have drop- 
ped from our race memory. That 
after all, is one of the penalties of 
being civilized.
